on the curb stock market to 
545, a new low record for sev- 
eral yeare. Sales were fairly 
heavy, being about 150 shares. 
All transactions in this stock 
are fractional, and it is some 
years since aS many as 100 
shares were sold in a single lot.. 
The decline was without effect 

on the genera] market. 
y The Standard Oil Company 
today declared a quarterly divi- 
dend of $10 a share, or the 
game amount as was declared 
at this time last year. 
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St. Louis, November 15.—The United 
States government today made the initial 
move to dissolve the Standard Oil 80- 
called monopoly by filing in the United 
States district court in St. Lotits a peti- 
dien in equity against. the Standard O- 
Company of New Jersey and its seventy 
constituent corporations and partnerships 
and seven partnerships, including John 
D. Rockefeller and William Rocketeler, 
asking that the combination be declared 
unlawful and in the future enjoined from 
entering into any contract or combination 
in restraint of trade. The suit is brought 
under the Sherman anti-trust act, wilich 
the Standard and its constituent compa- 
nies ang the seven individual defendants 
are charged with violatien:

Attorneys Kellogg and Dyer went into 
the clerk's office, where the petition was 
formally sworn to, and filed by Colonel

Defendants to Be Served. 

After the filing .of the petition, Judges 
Sanborn and Adams, of the United 
States circuit court of appeals, upon ve- 
tition, issued an onder granting the fed- 
eral officers authority immediately to 
serve notice upon these defendants wh. 
are not residents of the judicial district 
in which the suit has been filed. 

The government's petition’ is -signed 
by William H: Moody, attorney general; 
Milton B. Purdy, assistant to the, atto-- 
rey general; F. B. Kellogg, C. B. Mor- 
rison and~<. 
ants to the attorney general. The peti- 
tion contains 194 pages of printed matter, 
or about 100,000 words and. additional 
84 pages of exhibits, consisting of by- 
laws ang minutes of Standard Oil meet- 
ings and organization, and a map show- 
ing the retai! prices of oil in every state 
and territory of the union.

“Subject to the rules and regulations to 
be determined by the controller of the 
eurrency. - 

“(a) An amount equal to 40 per cent 
of its bond-secured circulations, subject 
to @ tax at the rate of 2% per cent per 
annum upon the average amount out- 


at the rate of 5 per cent per annum 
upon the average amount outstanding in 
excess of the amount first mentioned. The 
tota] of credit notes and bond-secured 
notes shall not exceed the capital. 

“2. Reserve—The same reseives shall 
be carried against credit notes as are now 
required by law to be carried against 
deposits. 

“3. Guaranty Fund-—The taxes proé 
vided upon credit notes shall be paid in 
gold to the treasurer of the United States 
and shall constitute a guaranty fund for 
the redemption of notes of failed banks 
and for the payment: of the expenses, of 
‘printing and the cost of redemption. In 
order that the guaranty fund may be am- 
ple, any bank making application to take 
out credit notes for issue shall deposit 
at the treasury in gold an amount equal 
to 5 per cent thereon. The unused por- 
tion shall be an asset of the contributing 
banks respectively and shall be refunded 
from time to time when this may be 
done without reducing the guaranty fund 
below -an,amount equal to,.6, per cent at 
the credit. notes taken out, : 
“4 Redemption—The comptroller shall 
designate numerous redemption cities 
conveniently located in the various parts 
of the country. 

“§ The provision of existing law limit- 
ing the retirement of bond-secured notes 
to $3,000,000 per month shall be repealed. 

“6. All public moneys above a reason- 
able working balance shall be currently 
deposited from day to day in national 
banks without requiring. collaterals, se- 
curity or special. guaranty therefor, but 
in no case sh@ll the balance carrie@ with 
any ‘bank exceed 50 per cent of the capi- 
tal thereof. All banks receiving . sucbd 
public moneys on deposit shal pay into 
the. United States treasury interest 
thereon at the rate of 2 per cent per an- 
num.

State’s Story of the Killing. 

At this point, Mr. Wood, the deceased, 
called to Mr. Denny, the defendant, and 
asked him to wait a minute, that he 
wanted to talk with him. Mr. Denny 
told him he did not care to talk with 
him at that time. Mr. Wood said: 
“Please, just a moment, Mr. Denny.” Mr. 
Denny still refusing to talk with him, 
Wood then said: ‘‘What you have-been 
sewying about me is a good lie.” 

At this point the defendant’ jumped 
out of his buggy and ran around to the 
side of Wood's buggy, and began firing 
upon Wood. He fired four or five times 
at Wood, striking him twice or three 
times in the body.. Wood finally got his 
pistol out, and fired at Denny after he 
had been wounded, but failed to strike 
Denny. Denny then got back into his 
suggy with Mr, Woodruff, and drove on 
home, leaving the dying man in the road. 

The witness helped Mr. Wood from his 
puggy, and laid him’ down onthe side 
of the road, and went for assistance and 
to inform Wood's family of the tragedy. 
This, in substance, is the evidence of the 
state’s witness, Bris Glanton. The state 
introduced. several other witnesses to 
prove seme of the circumstances con- 
nected with the facts leading: up to the 
killing. 

Defense Introduces Witnesses. 


The state. closed, and the defense in- 
troduced Ike Woodruff, who was present 
in the buggy with Denny at the time of 
the killing. Woodruff recited at length 
the facts that transpired the day of the 
homicide, his trip to Hogansville, his 
conversation with Denny, his informing 
Denny of threats, which, he says, Wood 
had made against Denny; his discussion 
of certain charges which it was rumored 
that Denny had made relative to Wood's 
relation with a certain woman who lived 
in the neighborhood, and told of his 
warning to Denny to be on his guard. 

He told. the circumstances of his ride 
home that evening with Denny. His evi- 
dence on this point was that Denny and 
himself were on their way home from 
Hogansville when Wood drove up behind 
them, cursing and talking loud and bois- 
terous, that Denny paid no attention to 
him;’ but continued to drive on home- 
Ward until they reached the forks of the 
road, where he, Woodruff. had to get out 
to go to his home. As Denny stopped 
tovlet him out, Wood also stopped his 
buggy, which, at this time, was almost 
opposite Denny’s. Wood made the request 
for a talk with Denny, which was re- 
fused. Wood then made the abusive 
statement towards Denny. testified to by 
the state’s witness, Glanton, and. put his 
hand down by his side in a position as 
if he was in the act of drawing aq pistol. 
Denny jumped out of his buggy, drawing 
his pistol at the same time. 

By this time,- Wood had his pistol in a 
shooting position drawn on Denny.

‘The 
Construction of Steel Trucks’ was the 
subject of this paper, and if was con- 
ceded by all present to be one of ithe 
most exhaustive and most profitable ever 
read before the club. Mr. Symons re- 
turned to Chicago last night, but before 
his’ departure he was driven about ~-At- 
lanta and entertained with a dinner at 
the Piedmont as the guest of the club.

Walsh, of 
Montgomery, master mechanic of the At- 
lanta and West Point -ratflroad; first 
vice president, Otto Best, of Nashville, 


suverintendent of air brakes, of the Nash- | 


ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
road; second vice president, G. A. Good- 
year, of Macon, master car builder of the 
Georgia, Southern and WPilorida railroad, 
secretarv, 'W. A. Love, of Atlanta, of 
the Southern Iron and Investment Com 
pany, and A. J. Merrill, treasurer, also 
of the Southern Iron and Investment 
Company. : 
Discover Iron. 

There were no ial strings to ‘this 
meeting, and the entire time was spent 
in the hearing of the papers and discus- 
sions as arranged for the day. Mr. Sym- 
ons began by outlining the very first 
traditions regarding the discovery of iron, 
According to the best authorities, this 
great commodity was accidentally dis- 
covered long before the Christian era in 
Greece, the discovery being made by the 
burning of a bonfire on und contain- 
ing such deposits as led to its first dis- 
covery among the ashes and charcoal. He 
stated that the commodity. was intro- 
duced into England by the Romans on 
their first invasion. He also cited many 
interesting incidents and anecdotes con- 
nected with the evolution of this mate- 
rial. Because of the great amount of 
wood needed in the smeiting of iron, the 
English parliament, fearing that all of 
the forests of the world would be used 
up for this purpose, passed an act for- 
bidding the cutting of any trees witnin 
fifty miles of London for this purpose. 
Similar action was taken by other coun- 
tries, 

lt was not until the early part of tne 
i7th century that the first attempt to 
amelt iron with coal was tmed.. Dud 
Dualey, in 1620, succeeded in accom- 
plishing this, but as he kept it a secret, 
tne. practice died with him until the is8tn 
century, when it became generally prac- 
ticed. In (885, the entire industry was 
revolutionized by the Bessemer process, 
and since that time steel construcjion 
has made rapid. strides, the amount used 
being almost beyond correct estimate. 
He cited statistics in this connection, the 
output of 1904, 7,859,000 tons, as com- 
pared with that of 1905, which amounted 
to 8,971,000 tons. The pig iron statis- 
tics showed 16,497,000 tons in 1904, as 
against 22,992,000 tons in 1905. 

Mr. Symons proceeded to then take up 
the evolution of steel trucks, their use 
first for the construction of passenger 
coaches and now the fact that they are 
being so generally introduced in the con- 
struction af freight cars and the great 
benefits which have been derived for tne 
same reason. He also, in a technicai 
manner, took up the 
strength of steel trucks for comparisons, 
etc. One of the most interesting por- 
tions of the address was a ietter w 
ten by John Kirby, of Adrian, Mich., 
well over 80 years old, who tplq of the 
old wooden shoes used in brakes and the 
marvelous progress to the present Lappin 
shoe brakes of highly tempered steel.

RE REMARKABLE NEGRO 


PASSES FROM LIFE 


Sketch of Career of ExeSlave Who Bore General 


Barto¥ from Field of Manassas—Was a Demo- 


crat and Killed Negro 


for Defaming Whites 


By E. C. BRUFFEY. 


A slave from birth to Appomattox, an 
officeholder during the days of recon- 
struction, a slayer of a member of his 
own race, then a law maker of the 
etate, who was abusing the Georgia 
whites, a peaceful, industrious, frugal 
citizen of Atlanta for forty years almost— 

That’s an epitome of Moses Bentley’s 
life, a life which came to an end rather 
unexpectedly yesterday. 

Surrounded by-. members of his 
family and watched by scores of 
Atlante’s best .white men and woOm- 
en, who had been informed by The 
Constitution of his dangerous iliness, 
Mose Bentley’s life went out as silently, 
quietly and easily as he had passed his 
last decade. With that same calmness, 
coolness and fearlessness he one time 
faced a mob intent upon a murderous 
assault on the white citizenry of Atlanta 


_ thal ex- -slave, who had passed more than 


his allotted three-score and ten, faced 
death as it came to him. Without a 
tremor, showing no regret at his going, 
Mose Bentley closed his eyes and went 
into that long sleep from which he may 
awake—when? 


Historical Figure. 

In Georgia’s written history there -is 
a paragraph or two aibout Moses Henry 
Bentley. It is a paragraph, too, to which 
many Georgian’s will ever point with 
pride when the part the ex-slave es- 
sayed in the days of reconstruction, that 
era of carpet-bagism and scalawagism, 
are being studied—the days when the 
worth of every loyal southern dDlack Or 
white, was put to the test. More Itke 
fiction than fact reads Mose Bentiey’s 
career. 

KMighty years ago Mose Bentley was 
born a slave on ane of the Wimberly 
plantations in Triggs county. His copper 
colored complexion and his unusual) 
brightness quickly attracted attention at 
the big house and alongside his young 
masters he grew up. As much a com- 
panion as a slave, he was—just like hun- 
dreds of others... He was one of four cnil- 
dren, every member of the family being 
unusually bright. 


Bore Bartow From Field. 

When the war between the states came 
on, Bentley went to the front with his 
young master. and when Bartow fell at 
Manassas, Bentley and his brother, 
W. B. Patterson, the black. chiropodist 
on ‘Marietta street, were within a few 
feet of the spot and helped carry the 
dying Georgia, soldier from the field over 
which Hullets and shell were flying. 

The war over, Bentley allied himself 
with his white friends. He entered pol- 
itics and, despite the fact he stood bs 
his heme people, he was elected mess-n- 
ger of the house of representatives. That 
Was under the Bullock administration. 
There were a number of negro legisia- 
tors in both branches of:the body. A 
member from Brooks county whose 
name was Brooks, was jet black, and 
was extremely radical.

Bentley called Brooks to taw upon one 
occasion in the corridor of the old state 
house. . Brooks resented it and that day 
at noon he and Bentley met on the stair. 
way. Brooks was carried to an under- 
taker’s with two bullets in his body. 
Messenger Bentley was taken to jail. 


Dr. . 


, Zx-Governor Smith. and Mr. Lathrope, 
to whom Bentley belonged at one time, 
signed the bond which released Bentiey 
}from prison. On the trial it was shown 
that Bentley was protecting the name 
of a widely-krown Georgia lady. He 
was acquitted. 

That slaying turned the bitter, rank 
negroes against Bentley. Even after 
Georgians had reclaimed the old com- 
monwealth, Brooks’ sleyer was dubbed 
‘the white man’s negro.” But Benticy 
found a white friend for every negro 
he lost.. He allied himself with the 
democratic party and up to the day the 
hegro was eliminated from politics by 
the white primary, Bentley was a quan 
t'ty not -to be forgotten. He opened a 
barber shop and for’ years did well. Ai 
ways polite, ever showing profound re- 
spect for the white race, but never grov- 
elling, Bentley was recognized as Paget 
per-colored man of worth. WHonégst and 
industrious, -he-was never found idle on 
the street corners. He regained the 
friendship of his race and was for years 


captain of the Georgia cadets, a well, 


drilled negro military company. Bent- 
ley’s commission was handed him per- 
sonally by Governor Colquitt, March 7, 
1879. 

During the Garfield riot Bentley stood 
side by side with his white | friends, 
beating back the maddened, crazy, fren- 
zied hords of negroes intent upon res- 
cuing some priSoners in the station 
house. 

Bentley leaves, beside his wife, seven 
children, one brother and one sister. 

So far no funeral arrangements have 
been made.

{Cartersville Will Entertain Re- 
ligious Body, 


Woman’s Missionary Union Will 
Meet on Monday—A New Plan 
for Assigning Dtlegates Has 
Been Adopted by Local 
Committee. 


Cartersville, Ga., November 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Georgia Baptist . convention 
meets in Cartersville Tuesday, November 
20. The Woman’s Missionary Union, 
which is auxiliary to the convention, 
meets Monday, November 19. The con- 
vention and the union combined will 
bring to’ Cartersville not less than 600 
visitors. 

Rev. John FE.’ Barnard. pastor of the 
Cartersville church, has decided on a new 
plan for assigning homes to delegates. 
Heretofore the hames of those who ex- 
pectéd to attend were sent on in ad- 
vance and assignments made by the lo- 
cal committee on entertainment, and the 
expected delegates were notified by pos- 
tal card where they would stop during 
the convention. But it was found by 
practical experience that many persons 
sent in their names and homes were pro- 
vided for tiem, who failed to attend 
the convention, while others who did not 
send in their names did come and no 
homes had been secured for them. This 
often resulted in much confusion and 
dissatisfaction. 

Mr. Barnard jhas decided to make only 
such assignments in advance as are prac- 
tically certain to be filled. There are 
many representative workers who can 
always be relied on to attend the state 
convention, and these are being assigned 
homes in advance as far as practicable, 
and will be notified by postal card of 
their assignments. But in addition to 
this, it is expected to send committees 
out from Cartersville to Atlanta to meet 
the incoming trains at that point, and 
canvass such trains for delegates, mak- 
ing assignments of homes to those who 
have not previously received cards on the 
way from Atlanta to Cartersville. By 
this method all visitors will be furnished 
homes, and it is hoped that confusion 
will be avoided at the last moment in 
Cartersville.

OR, BROUGHTON TALKS 
OF THE WOBK OUTLINED 


Six-Story Structure at the Corner of 
Spring and Luckie Streets Will 
Contain Auditorium With 
a Séating Capacity 

of 6,000. 


Not only is Atlanta to have an armory- 
auditorium, ut, in addition, active pre- 
parations are now afoot to build the new 
Atlanta tabernacle and auditorium at 
the corner of Spring and Luckie streets. 
This building, which will be six or more 
stories high, will contaif an auditorium 
of 6, 000, sxéatinge capacity, and will cost 
$300,000, 

Having obtained the charter for the 
company which will undertake this en- 
terprise, Dr. Broughton, as the moving 
spirit of the new departure, is actively 
engaged in carrying out the preliminary 
plans of the great work. 

Seen yesterday by a representative of 
The Constitution, Dr. Broughton said: 

“Our plans for the undertaking, have 
taken shape, and we contemplate the 
following: ‘ 

“An office and apartment building, six 
or more stories high, fronting — Spring 
street about 150 feet, and extending 
down ‘Luckie street about 50 feet, to be 
for offices and apartments exclusively. 

“Another apartment building, which 
will ‘be rented for the working girls’ dor- 
mitory, fronting Iuckie street. 150x20 
feet, and joined to the main building. 

“An auditorium building to the rear of 
the main ‘building on Spring street and 
the working girls’ dormitory wing on 
Luckie street, containing two_ balconies, 
entered by elevators, having two main 
entrances, one by an arcade, extending 
through the main office and apartment 
building, the other the working girl’s dor- 
mitory wing on Luckie street, the au- 
dftorium to contain 6,000 seats. 

“A basement extending underneath 
both buildings for the lower auditorium 
for Sunday school work, administration 
offices, classes; gymnasiums, bath room, 
reading rooms, parlor, and the like. 

“In addition to this plan, the Tabernacle 
infirmary has purchased the lower third 
of the same block, and will erect a 
four-story, fire-proof building for the 
Tabernacle infirmary. 


«Purpose Contemplated. 

“To furnish the Tabernacle church 
with an auditorium sufficient for its 
Sunday congregations, and the city and 
community with an auditorium for 
conventions, musicals, religious and 
educational gatherings. 

“To furnish adequate quarters for 
the institutional and _ philanthropic 


sy stem. 

“To secure in rentals from the au- 
ditorium, stores, offices, apartments 
and dormitories funds with which to 
carry bonded debt and aid in the sup- 
port of the institutional and philan- 
thropic work of the Tabernacle church 
and its system. 


Reasonableness of the Proposition. 

“The record of the Tabernacle churck 
and its system of humanities: 

“We point with some degree of pride 
to the record in -Atlanta and through- 
out the country that the church and 
its various departments of humanitar- 
ian work has made. Beginning seven 
years ago with practically nothing, 
save a great faith in God and a confi- 
dence in the people with which to back 
its endeavors, the work has 
steadily forward until today its an- 
nual financial expenditures, including 
its institutionel work, amounts to 
something over $50,000. And this does 
not take into account the rapid growth 
of the membership of the church from 
a small membership of about 300 to 
something like 2,000 at present; nor 
does it take into account the fact that 
regularly it has maintained gq congre- 
gation which is second to few, if any, 
on this continent. Nor does it attempt 
to estimate the general good that has 
been done by its infirmary for the sick, 
its training school for nurses, its bible 
and missionary training institute, its 
working girls’ dormitory, its night 
schools and classes, its lyceum course, 
its annual March Bible conference of 
Christian workers which brings to the 
city. The leading Bible teachers and 
preachers of the world, and hundreds 
and thousands of Christia workers 
from all parts of the southland. These 
things are impossible to estimate. The 
good that they do the community can- 
not be put on paper. 

“We are giad of this record and feel 
that upon it we can claim the confi- 
dence and support of the business men 
and the good people generally of our 
city and country. 

What the Institutions Are Able to 
Guarantee. 

“The institutions outside the regular 
church ‘building (because there is not 
room inside) pay $300 per month rent. 
This is 6 per cent on $60,000. . The 
reasons. these institutions are able to 
pay this amount of rent is because 
many of them are _ self-sustaining. 
They would be able to pay twice this 
much if the additional room was fur- 
nished, for they are not able to do 
half the work they are called upon to 
do.

LAW FORBIDS 
MOTHER TO SUE 


For Injuries to Child Inflicted ] 
While Father Is Still = 
Living. 


In the state supreme court yesterday is 
was held that a mother has no right to 
sue for injury to a minor chiki, tf the 
father was alive at the time the injury 
was sustained, even though he may die 
in the next hour following such injury. 

The case was that of Mrs. Josephine 
King against the Southern railway, from 
Habersham superior court. A buggy in 
which Mrs. King, her husband and her ~*~ 
14-year-old daughter were riding was ~ 
struck, at a crossing by an engine on ~ 
the Southern railway. Mr. King died 
about an hour after the accident, end it 
was claimed that the daughter was so 
badly injured as to incapacitate her for 
any kind of service during her life. 

Mrs. King then brought suit for dam- ~ 
ages against the Southern for the injuries — 
inflicted upon her daughter. as a result 
of the accident. The case was dismissed 
by Habersham superior court on de- | 
murrer, it being held that the mother 
had no cause of action because the ~ 
father was living at the time the daugh- 
ter’s injury was sustained. 4 

The supreme court affirms this decision, © 
holding that the right of action for injury | 
to a mino child lies im the father if he | 
is living at the time of the injury; that | 
if the right of action accrued, it did so — 
immediately upon the happening of the 
injury, and was in the father, although
